Emperor William last year called for 
a larger army and a bigger war chest, 
because he felt that the armies of 
the Balkans altered the balance of 
Eurcpean military power. If the Bal- 
kan powers could have stood together 
till this year, Austria could not have 


drawn into the 
conflict, particularly if, as seems 
likely, Turkey makes war on the Ger- 
man side; and when the general peace 
comes, it must include a settlement of 
the Balkan question. 

The Scandinavian powers are un- 
willing sharers in the danger of war 
because two of them control the 
natural entrance into the Baltic Sea, 
and the Swedes are convinced that 
Russia wants to subvert them. Por- 
tugal is an ally of England, and pro- 
poses to join in the war. n may 
very likely enter the lists France 
seems to need aid. 

The three little neutralized powers, 
Belgium, Holland, and Switzerland, 
have already learned what neutral- 
ity” meang between the desperate na- 
tions. The Emperor William a few 
months ago was much pleased by the 
Swiss maneuvers, because they prove 
that he could “spare two army corps.” 
The remark meant, of course, that 
neither France nor Germany could 
safely force a way through Switzer-

Bishop Robert McIntyre Dies 


Noted Churchman Long Los 
‘Angeles Minister. 


Rose from Humble Mason to 
Fame and Honor. 


be made that would occasion a great- 
er feeling of sorrow in Los Angeles 
than that of the death of Bishop 
Robert McIntyre, formerly pastor of 
the First Methodist Church, this city, 
which occurred in Chicago yesterday. 
His district at the time of his death 
consisted of Oklahoma, Texas and 
part of Kansas, his home being at 
Oklahoma City. He had gone to 
Chicago for treatment for a long- 
standing ailment and was in a hos- 
pital there when his death occurred. 

Bishop McIntyre was born in Sel- 
kirk, Scotland, November 20, 1851. 
He came to America when but a boy, 
and his father and mother being 
dead, made his way alone in the 
world. He followed various callings 


from railroading to theatricals, and 
finally determining that he wanted 
to be a preacher, learned the trade 
of bricklaying in order to accumu- 
late money rapidly for his education, 
and worked at his trade in rebuild- 
ing Chicago after the great fire. It 
was with a feeling of pride that he 
used to tell how he afterward re- 
turned to the city that he helped re- 
build as pastor of one of its great 
churches. 

He became noted as a Chautauqua 
platform lecturer throughout the 
United States, and as an author, and 
was recognized as one of the brilliant 
men of Methodism. “At Early Candle 
Light.“ and “A Modern Apollos” are 
his best known literary works. 

BUILT OWN CHURCH. 


After being ordained to the min- 
istry in 1878, he built the first 
church of which he became or, 
somewhere in the Middle West, lay- 
ing the bricks with his own hands 
He leaped into immediate popularity 
as a preacher and was soon called 
to large churches, and after serving 
in Denver, Chicago and other ct 
he found himself tn failing health. 
He came to Los Angeles about 1902 
with the intention of taking a long 
vacation from the pulpit and devoting 
his time to the pre of his 
lectures. | 

His health speedily mended and 
he was heard with pleasure in pulpit 
and on platform, until he was finally 
induced to become the r of 
the First Methodist Church of this 
city, which pastorate he occupied for 


six 

When the General Cenference met 
here he was urged by his friends to 
become a candidate for the bishop- 
ric, but he refused to take part in 
any effort to ‘elect himself: He was. 
however, placed in the running and 
made such an excellent showing 
that it surprised his most ardent ad- 
mirers. Four years later, when the 
conference met again in Baltimore, 
he was elected and the only ex- 
pression of regret he ever made at 
the result was the necessity for 
leaving Svuthern California. 

The last thing he said when he 
started East to take his post was that 
he would return here to live after 
his retirement. He was given a most 
notable farewell reception in Temple 
Auditorium, in which practically all 
the ministers of the city of all de- 
nominations, the Mayor and other 
men in civil life, took , 

And now he is coming back. But 
the sadness of his home-coming is 
overpowering: here his lifeless body 
will be laid to rest, and Mrs. Meln- 
tyre and her two daughters, Miss 
Ruth and Miss Nell, will reside. here, 
to tenderly watch over his resting 
place. His only son, C. C. McIntyre, 
resides at Sierra Madre, and was in- 
formed last night of his father’s 
‘death. 

The general funeral service will be 
held in Oklahoma City, but the date 
for bringing the body to Los Angeles 
has not yet been fixed.
